Wc^rllka Demonstrations In the 
Vicinity of 8aoram«nto.

■lato Trivft B«taM t« Fight and Thta Mm- 
MUncM tha Mrikan to Sneh u Bxtent 
That They Are Arming ThaniMlVM and 
Are M<>r(< ItatermlMd VkM All 
Qnlat at Chicago. 

SACliAinniTO, Jnly 6.— ThroQftliotit 
the (lay tho most iiitciisi" cxcitcnunit pro- 
vailed here. Tins ecU hnition of the na- 
tional lioliday was (Miuplctely over- 
shadowed by tho stiirinjj events oriaing 
from th<i doKiMtrate struggle Ijotween tho 
8oatb«rn Pacific oiid the AiiicricaD Rail- 
way nnion. At 10 o'clock in the moru- 
ing two regiments of state militia from 
Sim FraacMVO and two companies from 
Stockton, marched into this oity. They 
had abandoned their train two miles oat 
«( tiie dty. The troops auurohed direct 
to tiM afmory, aionnd which the local 
lAilina ooniiMiiieg had estaWiahad a 
ftrong guard. 

Soon after the troops had hrwikfasted 
tha dtj became wildly excited orer a 
report that lereral men had been shot. 
Many of the s tri k ers were wild with 
rage. It transpired, however, the 8hw)t- 
ing was aooidental. A bmigling mili- 
titunanfltm San Francisco dropix d liis 
rifle, whioh was discharged. Tlio bul- 
let passed throogh the leg of one of tho 
militiaman's comrades aud stmck a c! y 
fiioinan naniod Wiug in the abdoint n, 
fatally wounding liiin. Only a few 
minutos afterward, when all tlie troops 
had been drawn up and wore executing 
au arder to l()a<l, anotln r youth acci- 
dentally discharged his niusket aud 
tore a sMtre tnm tha onifbnn of aoom- 
rade. 

At 1 o'clo<'k the troops moved to w ard 
the depot, where a large nunil)er of po- 
Hoe, deputy sheriffs and deimtieH, unrier 
United Htates Miirshal Baldwin, were 
nlreacly on guard. The striki'is aud 
jTuipathizers to tlin nunilxT of .s».'Vt r.T.l 
thousand had preceded tiie troojis. The 
appearance of a niilitarj- surgeon with 
his instruments and a hundlc of ban- 
dages had not helped to improve the 
temper of the strikers. When the sol- 
diers arrived thev were greeted with de- 
risiTe yells aud harsh comments. One 
body of troop passed into the railroad 
yards aud took np their position along 
the main line. The rest of tlu; soldiers 
were massed outside the deiwt. 

It became known that Ueneral Saper- 
inteudent Fillmore had annomiced his 
intention to start trains under military 
protection. The strikers at once became 
demonstrative. Chairman Frank Knox, 
the leader, .s:iw the gravity of tilt situa- 
tion and addressed the men, tirging 
them not to molest the militia. Not- 
withstanding his conciliatory talk, the 
strikers lonoly declared no Pollmans 
should bfmored. Finally thieo oom> 
panics of militia were ordered to drive 
tile strikers from the depot The scene 
was at 6noe tumnltnons and the situa- 
tton threatening. For a few moments 
tiio soldiers hesitated, then they wavered 
and then came a blunt refusal to move 
against the excited strikers. A f^ 
imnates later all the troops turned their 
backs upon the turbulent mob at the 
depot and quietly withdraw to the 
armory. 

A deafening shout announced the sec- 
ond victory of the strikers over the ndl- 
road company aud their first viotocy over 

the state militia. 

S(K>n after tliis it became known why 
the militia had retreated. Unit* d States 
Marshal Baldwin and the railroad of- 
ficials IumI insisted that the troops re- 
frain frcun snooting aud that they re- 
move thi' strikers by physical strength. 
This plan the otlirers of the militia abso- 
lutely refiis''d to sanction. 

When til" troops had withdrawn to 
their armory and tho jubilant Strikers 
and their f ympathiz(*rs were loudly 
celebrating their victory a luiw source of 
danger Ixvamo apparent. A body of HO 
striker.s apptiared on the scene armed 
with rifles aud ammunitiun. It was 
learned that the Garibaldi guard had 
turned the coutentS of ita aiional over 
to the strikers. 

The authorities aud railroad people 
became still further alarmed when ad- 
vised of the warlike preparation^ of tiio 
strikers at various points north of here 
on the Oregon brauch. At Duusmuir 
shortly after noon a body of 76 strikers 
'fully armed and equipped for battle 
auurehed to ihie South Pacific depot 
where other American Bailwav union 
men had a car and locomotive m wait- 
ing, and aooQ the body of exdted men 
were speeding toward Saoramanto. A 
Unitea States marshals' car waa coupled 
behind the ooaoh in which the strikers 
were riding. 

At Ked Bluff a demonstration whioh 
also portends trouble was made by the 
strikers. Tne American Railway union 
mdn there received orders early in the 
day to come to Sacramento and at ouce 
began rustling about the towu for arms. 
P'inally 100 iifleB and plenty of iunmu- 
jiiti<in was secured and jjlaccd in a 
cahoiisri at the depot. When the trains 
from Dunsn uir arrived at Red Bluff tho 
rolling iiTsenal and another bund of 
strikers was taken aboard. At* the 
train st(ip])ed at Redding long enough 
for tlie strikt rs to purchase all tlie avail- 
able atiiniciiition. Soon they were 
speeding (in igain toward Sacramento. 

Tin: adflitinn of these (>xcited and des- 
perate men from the mountain regions 
ef tho north to the riotously-inclined 
strikrrs alnwly Jiere porteu«ls grave 
c<jnsi,(iiiouces and the whole populMW it 
not unreasonably ouxions.

cy yesternay was a quiet one in stride 
circles, barring am oooaslonal flurry 
oansed by tho gathering «f mioiba in the 
stockyard district, which,, however, 
were held in check by police and depu- 
ties, backed up by the near proximity of 
a detachment of regulars from Port 
Sheridan for whom the strikers have a 
wholesome respect. Trains lu-e ouce 
more moving at Blue Lslaud, tho turbu- 
lent elenu>nt having suddenly simmered 
down when confrontfid by certain 
-»vieked pieces of ordnance and glitter- 
ing bayonets. 

The Chicago and Northwestern has 
resume<l its passenger service, which is 
now moving regularly and without in- 
terfcrt iK'e. 

A special grand jury will, it is stated, 
1k' called t<i;,'i ther soon f<>r tlie purixi.se 
of indicting Piesideut Dobs aud other 
leaders of the American Railway nnion, 
charging thenj with conspiracy to im- 
tx'de railway trafflo, contempt of the 
federal court's injunction and incite- 
ment U) mob violence aud riot. 

After tho troops disembarked at thi' 
stoc^kyards the strikers vented th^ir 
spleen by ditching the two rear coaches 
of the tr(H)p traiu and disabled the en- 
gine by shoving coupling pins into the 
cross-head iruioes, being careful, how- 
ever, to wait until the regulars had fot 
a safe distance away. 

The niinois Central aanooBoea that 
conditions on their linoi $gc% more 
favorable and the snbuitan passenger 
service will soon be resumed. The 
Santa Fe and the Alton service is still 
seriously crippled, though Santa Fe piis- 
sengar trains are moving on time. The 
Baltimore oad Ohio passenger service 
is normal; Kickel Plate freight service 
at a standstill and passenger trains ir- 
regular. Tho Chicago and Calumet 
Terminal is at a standstill. The Mich- 
igan Central got out a train <rf 40 cars of 
meat yesterday. Situatioji improving. 

The Penusylvania r:ulr(jad :iiinoniu'es 
that they have begun nioving pcrisliable 
freight to and from Chicago. A late re- 
port from l''ifty-seveiifh street is that 
fast train No. 7 Lake Shore and Michi- 
gan Southern from New York is held 
there in the hands of a mob and police 
liavc been dispatched t(p the scene. 

The Order ot Railroaii Conductors, 
Brotherhoo' of Locomotive Kngiiieers 
and liroiher!iL)ud of Railroad 'J'r.iiiinii'n, 
at a meeting lield in Ceiitr.diu yesterdiiy, 
repres- ntiiuj ti»e Champaign district nf 
the Illinois 't>ntral railroad, voted to re- 
main at work. Hiinihir action was taken 
by Divisif)!) ■,'.'}, BrotlierliooJl of Loco- 
motive Lnginei'i's, at .lackson, Tenn. 

There are from 2,,")0() to 3,000 pa.sseu- 
gers on th«! Cliicago and Alton blocked 
traiu at Blrx)mington. The C icago and 
Altou have uotitied their men to report 
for rluty at once or consider themselves 
discliarged. If they do not report for 
Work meu will be hired iu their nlaoes and 
oiX'U the roau if iiecessaiy wira the pro- 
tection of Uait\;d States ti«ops. 

The Gk>ner-al Managers' association 
after their -ueeting yesterday positively 
reiterated itj previous line of policy re- 
garding the present strike in the strong- 
est terms that they have yet used. It is 
emphatically stated that thsro is no 
compromise and no surrendir oontem- 
^ated or poasibla on tha part ot the 
railroadi. 

CLIARINQ_THI YARDS. 

Halted StatcA Troopi .\i<iiag Mm BaUfoad 
CoiuimiiioH ut Hlii« Island. 
Blub Island, Ills., July 5.— The four 
companies of thel^teenth United States 
troops from Wtut Sheridan ftir l^ne Ld- 
and went into camp thi-ee-qoarters of a 
mile from the depot where all the 
trouble has been raised. The regulars 
arc in command of Major Bailey of the 
First battali 111. They were accompanied 
by I)e])nty 'Jnited States Marshal .lolm 
A. Lo^'aii and United States District At- 
tiiruey .Mik'hrist. The lireman on tlu 
train that pulled the regulars refu.sCfl f( 
assist in booking the train into the 
switch when the soldiers were disem- 
barked. He Wiis pnt under arrest by 
Marshal Arnold. Roa<lmaster .Tames 
Coulon Hred the euginw through the 
switch. 

Wrecking crews were brought iu and 
the work of clearing the yards under 
guard of the United States soldiers was 
begun. 

Carroll Christ, a brickmaker, and Ed 
Heimes, a greenhouse man, wore lurest- 
ed during the day at Blue Island by Mar- 
shal Arnold and Deputy Marshal Logan 
for making threats against the deputv 
marshals. Holmes said: "I will stick 

a knife through the first deputy 

marshal I get a chance." The arrests 
were made near the general offioss a*d 
were tha occasion for the gathering of 
what would have been an ugly mob out 
for the United States soldlm aa guard. 

Robert O'Keif and J. B. Rogers, both 
leaders among the strikers, were also ar- 
rested for making threats. O'Keif re- 
sisted and severely poimded Deputy 
Marshal Kohl, but was overpowered 
and locked up. A large number of ar- 
rests were made, and the strikers were 
much incensed at the wholesale locking 
up of the leudcrs.

St. Loxns, July 5.— No attempt is 
made to move freight on either side of 
tho river, and witli a mnjurity of the 
roads uot much oft'ort w;is made to 
move passenger trains. Up to this timo 
there have bean no acts of violence, but 
the exdanation may be the inactivity of 
the railway managers. 

Several roads are hiring new men, and 
will endeavor to resmne sending out 
freight trains. If they meet with ob- 
atmotion thev will apply to the United 
States court 'or an injunction, and if a 
restraining order of the courts does not 
prevent interference they will call ou 
the president for the aid ef federal 
troopa.

oau.se they refused to continua throwing 
switohea. The six men discharged are 
members of the Swltohmen's Mutual 
Aid sodety, whioh, it is said, will now 
order out its members in retaliation. 

But ont road, the Toledo, St. Loni i 
and KansaaCi^, which ia in the hands 
of a United States receiver, is able to 
make any showing in handling traffic. 
All the others are tied np as to freight 
aiid nearly oo as to passenger trains. 

The ditUculty of handling as much 
business, frei^^ht or passonger, as each 
road might with even its present fore, 
is greatly iucreaitod by the tieing up 
of e(]uipment at outlying points, and tlie 
e\t(<nsion f)f the strike to Matloon, Ills., 
Brazil, Ind., Mount, Vernon, Ills., T«^rrc 
Haute. Princeton, Lewisville anfl other 
jioints not only keeps equipment from 
coming in, but renders it ii.st less to send 
out trains, for there is no assnrancr that 
any train can get far from town. Tlie 
refusals of engineers to t ike ont trains 
with n' W firemen, etc , are growing in 
number, but (lc\eliii) only ;us trains urj 
made up, .N'eveir helcss tins movement 
is pi'aclic. illy general, espei ially on llie 
Trunk lines. 

The strike h;vs diverted business to 
the steamboats and rivermeii exjiect that 
a good deal of freight will be taken out, 
by way of the river if the trouble la.sts 
any length of time. More local freiglit 
is l)eing bandied by the boats than for 
several yeiirs. Tlie scarcity of coal is, 
however, again being felt, as the supply 
along the river has almost been ex- 
hausted. Tho St. Louis breweries will 
lose considerable iu consequence of the 
strike. T)ie beer they have on the roa<l 
uot delivered will be a dead loss t<> 
tbem, as it will spoil as soon as the ice 
in the cars melts. In addition it is, of 
com*. so, impossible to fill new orders. 

The milk supplv of the city is becom- 
ing scarce and a famine is iu prospect. 
Coal ia also in light supply, whue ice is 
deoreaidng in quanti^ in stock very rap- 
idly. Unless the buxikade isAnoken 
within a short time the Mrorst possihle 
feature of such a stxika as thiswul make 
itself apparent in actual suffering by 
the people who are already seriously af- 
fected. Beef kiUing and importing os- 
tablishmouts are shutting down ; butter, 
cheese, eggs aud lemons an' al.w lx>com- 
ing scarce. Vegetabh s, on the contrary, 
are iiicioasing iu supply as this is a dis- 
tributing poiut for hundreds of nearby 
truck gardeners.

iHDUiNAFOLU, July 6.— The efforts to 
bring on a general strike here have 
failed. The nomber reported to have 
struck has been greatly exaggerated. 
The railroad meu here have little 
sviupathy \rith the strike, and a part of 
those who are participating in it tell 
their employers that they have no heart 
in it. Ev*>rything is quiet, and save 
for the mor d crowds about tho points 
of aMka, thci-e is no excitoment. 

All Bight at MashvUle. 
Kashtillb, July 6. — ^All passenger 
trains on the Loiusville andVashville 
and Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis railroads are running as usual. 
The Louisville and Nashville is uot ruu- 
nins through freight trains. The first 
Pulunaa sleeper over the Louisville and 
Nashville road from Chicago via Nash 
ville since Saturday arrived here yester- 
day. It wiiM iu charge of troops ttoiu 
Chicago to Danville Junction. 

Oat Oat Um PallaMaa, 
Hammoiid, lad., Jnly 5.— Train No. 
on the Brie road was stopped by a mob 
ef 800 men when just over the Indiana 
line. Two Pullman ' cars were cutoff 
aud the cugiu^er ordered to go ahead, 
whioh he did. Sheriff Frederick had 
none of his deputies at hand and was 
uiidblo to do anything alone. He after- 
ward sent a message to < iuvernog Mat- 
thews atikiug for the uiilitia. 

No Vwlgh^t Trains Moviag. 

Bbazil, Ind.. July 5. All of the 
Bwitohmen on tne Vandalia are out aud 
110 freight trains are being moved. Bu 
jieriutondent Bronghton of the Colnm' 
bus* and Eastern Illinois telegraphed 
Trainmaster Powler that two crews of 
nonuuiou men would be sent to this 
city to move the passenger traiu that 
has been standing at the depot liBce 
Friday.

WASRiitoToir,. July 5.— The Coxey 
eommonweolers went through the spec- 
tacular performance of burying the 

"(toddess of Liberty" in front of the 
(;apit(.'l yesterday. It Wiis the seiiuel of 
the demonstration ()f May 1, wlu'n, iw- 
cordiiig to Coxey and Browne, liln rty 
was mortally wounded ;ind lingered un- 
til she expired on tlie Fourth of .luly. 

Captain A -itin and a force of 10 
mounted and AS nnniiiunted iK)licemeii 
Were (ill Iniiid with two patrol wagons. 
A small crowd was attracted by the 
novel iierforir.aiiee. 

The conii'ionwoalers marched four 
abreast, 'iW strong, with maivv banners 
and devices. At their head rode Viirl 
Browne in a n'Uiarkable disguise. His 
beard had lie-'ii removed and his face 
txjwdered. A wig of yi-llow hair fell to 
his waist. His arms were bare ;uid pow- 
dered. A lib«!rty cap Wius on his head and 
his liody was wound with the emblem- 
atic garments of liberty. It \mis not in 
tended that Browne should Ix; known in 
the disguise, ndfthe name of the God- 
dess was auuounced as "Sarah Elkhart, 
au Egyptian." 

After parading through Pennsylvania 
avenue, the army formed company 
front around Peace Monument, where 
Goddess Browne delivered an apostrophe 
to the bronae Gtoddeaa on top of the 
Capitol. Asr he dosed his address, he 
flopped in a badlT simulated swoon from 
his horse, and his comradee oatohiug 
him placed the pale faced marshal in 
an impromptu hearse and laid him at 
full lougth with flogs aud crepo over 
him. The hearse was inscribed "Lib- 
erty is Dea<l." The prot^ession theu 
moved away to Mulligan Hill, where 
the (ioddess stopped from t!io hearse 
aud the coraniouwcalers dosed the day 
with dances aud speeches.

COLD B LOODtD MURDIR. 

Om Proastaeat Mam Kills Another on the 
Mere Matter of Saspleloa. 

Ironton, O., July 5.— About fi o'clock 
yesterday evening tho ^^ll^go of Hang- 
ing Rock, three miles below this city, 
was the scene of a cold blooded murder. 
The victim, Joseph Gtontle, a laborer, 
aged 2,i, and single, was shot through 
the heiu-t and almost instautly killed by 
John Cannon, a respected dtuen of the 
village, who suspected Gtontle of being 
intimate with his wife. 

The shooting occurred on the river 
b«nk, within a few yards of the dead 
man's house. The weapon used waa a 
88-caliber revolver ana the murderer 
fired three shot*, only one taking effect. 
Cannon fled to the mils after the shoot- 
ing and has not been oaptured. It is 
generallT beuered that he will suicide 
in the hills. Cannon is 45, married, and 
haa a family.

On June 1 7 the village of Honmnra, 
adioining Yokohama, was destroyed by 
lire, upwards of 1,000 houses iiaving 
l)eeu consumed, and three days after- 
v.ard the heaviest eartlnjnake ssivri- 
enced in Yokohama and Tokio sinro

The plans of Japan are secret and as 
fast as native papers make any an- 
nouncements al)out the war they are 
suppressed. Her uavv is at its best, the 
ooaste being secured for servloe and 
ererything bi sathes a sphrit of tronUe. 

A oable received from Yokohama an- 
nounces that on June 18 the government 
army defeated the Togskito, reoovaring 
Senahn, the commander of the govern- 
ment troops being captured by the reb- 
els, but his Ue so far has been spared. 

The Jupabese warships are at present 
in Corean waters with Latsuchiuu, the 
coast defense flagship; Yaoshino, Yau- 
ato, Misashi, Takaeo, Chyada antl Tsuki- 
shikon, oruisors; Agaki and Choaikou, 
gunboats, and Yocyanakaa, dispateh 
boat. 

The .Japanese army, which landed at 
Jueuichan (^n June 1-2, has divided into 
two divisions, one being h'ft at .luen- 
icliaii to protect the Japanese there, 
while the other diviiion of 1,200 pro- 
ccedi'd to Seul ou the 1 Itli to protect the 
legation and .lapaiase there. When 
later news reached Pekm. an urgent 
telegram wa^ scot to the viceroy fmni 
Minaveryuuu. Tho viceroy iuspocted 
all the Ii'oiipN under him and ordered 
them to prepare fuj' d' i).irture. 

A telegram received on the 19tli at 
Tokio from Sluinghai reads: "There is a 
runiur that registration of the ve.sstds 
of the CUma Mercliant Navigation com- 
pany Will be trau.sfen-ed toGemiouy." 
If the rumor is true and the vessels have 
been transferred to the registration of 
other powers it may be oonolnded th at 
China has taken the step toward mill- 
tary preparation.

(iardens have made ipiite a considera- 
ble improvement during the week, 
though they would be greatly benefited 
by rains. Late potatoes are reported to 
be exceptionally fine. Sweet potatoes 
are also making excellent progress. 

Corn continues to improve, and nearly 
all reports are agreed as to its fine con- 
dition. SoDM few oorreepondents report 
that it is aoffering from lack of rain, but 
these represent but a very small portion 
of the State. Bain would undoubtedly 
benefit the citm, however, paiticularlv 
that pottion of it plantad Upon high 
ground. 

Tobacco, while still very backward, 
looka |b«tter tlum at the time of last re- 
port The reports concerning it are some- 
what conflicting, some correspondents re- 
porting a good stand, while others state 
that the prospect is very discouraging.
